(19 February 1978): Today's New York Tines happens to contain numer- 
ous articles and features about America's imperial role in the world today- 
any of these items deal with the presently suspended war against 'Vietnam., 
which the American Empire has temporarily laid aside to deal with more ur- 
gent matters elsewhere. 

An editorial observes that it is ten years since the "Tet Offensive" 
in which Vietnamese forces attempted to drive the American army from the 
country. This attack ended in a terrible defeat for the Vietnamese; sore 
people have claimed otherwise, but the United States government called it 
an American victory and this is therefore true. The Times called it "the 
psychologically decisive battle of Vietnam" and says that it "destroyed 
the consensus for containing Communism -ilmost anywhere our leaders thought 
necessary, at virtually any price" and also"the willingness to let the 
Presidency manage containment with, minimal interference by the public and 
Congress" . 

^ e Tines , which gave whole-hearted editorial support to the war when 
it was declared in Aupust 1964, is being unnecessarily pessimistic. If 
there is any change in these quoted attitudes, it has not been evident. 
Presidential and Congressional statements over Angola in 1976, or Italy in 
the future, carry the sane content as those attitudes which the Tines ssys 
were "destroyed". And it really does not matter i^hat "the public and Con- 
gress" may say or think about American military policy. They have in 
practice nothing to do with governing the United States of America. Ame- 
rica is not one of those decadent western European countries where every 
one thinks that he or she can sit in judgment on the deeds of national 
Leaders. We are Americans , and therefore we give complete, loyal, uncri- 
tical, unquestioning support to His Excellency the President, Commander- 
in-Chief, and Supreme War Leader of the United States of America. 

But the Times is not really trying to carp at the alleged change in 
American aims. The editorial regrets the alleged destruction of this con- 
sensus, and urges the protection of American interests abroad. "The con- 
sensus that collapsed" ((sic)) "at Tet was a usef ul ... political tool... 
With no comparably clear purpose in its place, something has also been 
lost." The message is clear. Soon a total consensus for a President's 
war policy will again be needed. And the Times will once 
more be in the forefront of that consensus. This is 

Eight days later the Times drove the matter home by 
givinp prominence to a Charles Mohr article on a Chapel 
Fill conference on the Tet decennial. General Westmore- 
land "blamed the news media... for the ultimate defeat, 
sayinp that reporting of the Tet battles had misled the 
American people and even a number of officials in Wash- 
ington." This argument, which has also been seen recently 
* n TV Guide , is a warning given to the press. During the 
next war they are under orders to give complete support to 
the American war effort, and to represent it as always com- 
pletely in the right and totally victorious . Or else. 

The lesson learned in Vietnam by the US armed forces # 849 
is obvious. Fext time, don't diddle around, but go after 

the enemy overseas and his sympathizers at home with everything you've ■ • o c 
nukes on the battlefield and preventive detention under tne 1954 Internal 
Security Act on the home front. Congress must also be kept in line, since 
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General Westmoreland said that "the withdrawal by Congress of funds 
to continue the American involvement was 'recognized by Moscow and 
Hanoi as our instrument of surrender'." This is also a bit extreme, 
since the continued existence of Corinross depends on its continued 
willingness to provide the armed forces with funds. And congressional 
fund cutoffs were no hindrance to such actions as the Battle of the 
Hayaguez . Not many people know it, but the US Army has a "food and for- 
3t*e" authorization extending back to the earliest days of the country, 
which entitle it to federal money whether Congress votes it or not. 

The entertainment section of today's Times takes up several films 
•'•out the American war against Vietnam: Jane Fonda's Corainp Home , Heroes , 
Hearts and Finds , Rolling Thunder , and The Boys in Company C . F'any of 
these films take the view, which is opposed to official US policy and 
therefore treasonous, that the Anerican war effort was less than tot- 
ally right. Times critic Vincent Canby faithfully finds fault with 
then all, as well as with a 1972 French effort also starring Fonda, and 
called Letter to Jane . (" Letter to Jane really is an impossible film; 
Its dialectics are devious, and it is rude and cruel." " Heroes has 
about as much to say about Vietnam... as it has to say about spoiled po- 
tato salad - which is nothing." As for Rolling Thunder , "Vietnam is a 
convenience, like an unhappy childhood for an alcoholic." The Boys in 
Company C "looks amazingly like the war as dramatized in any number of 
"Jorld War II movies" and is full of "pervasive if not entirely believ- 
able pessimism". Coming Home , since it stars a prominent Pacifist, gets 
the full treatment from both Canby and Kirk Honeycutt. 

Clearly the Tines is prepared to give the same whole-hearted sup- 
sort to the next war as it did to the last one, and the rest of the US 
media will dutifully follow along. But where will it be? GRA.U STARK * s 
! T ar Pool tended to favor Panama, and the Times Book Review agrees. In 
it, Michael Ifandelbaura reviews three books on the Panama Canal and the 
current treaty. Walter LaFeber's sees the Panama Canal as the Ameri- 
can version of the colonial empires which Great Britain and France 
built in the 18th and 19th centuries. This analogy is good as far as 
it goes - however, it should never be forgotten that the British and 
French Empires have died away, while the entire direction of American 
policy since 1945 clearly indicates that the American Empire is des- 
tined for universal and perpetual domination over the entire earth. 

The other two books argue against the treaty, as if it were real- 
ly cooing to make any difference. Despite the Rio Treaty of 1947, the 
US has repeatedly moved troops into Latin American nations since then. 
Ho matter what gets sipned or defeated in the Senate, the US will con- 
tinue to do so. T'andelbaum observes that much depends on "how the na- 
tion's power and purposes have been affected by the Vietnam War." 

If the treaty passes, nothing important will change. But perhaps 
President James Earl Carter has set it up to fail? This could also 
work to the advantage of the American Empire. If the treaty is rejec- 
ted - and current votes show more than a third of the Senate against 
it - there will be a firestorm of resentment in Panama x?here foolish 
hopes of controlling the canal have been raised. Panamanians will riot, 
and itfith luck several Americans 'will be killed. This will create a 
storm of resentment in America - Congress will bellow, the President 
will go on TV looking stern and determined, the media will be as mili- 
tant as they were when the Gulf of Tonkin Resolution was passed, and 
several tens of thousands of American troops will go in to protect US 
interests. Hot only will war benefit the economy, but in line with the 
decennial retrospect on Vietnam it will enable the government to crack 
down on domestic Pacifists with the full support of the media and there- 
fore of public opinion.
